The Diehl murder case is progress- 


ing rapidly and Judge Mansfield this 
morning said that 
he

that the case would be concluded by 
the middle of next week.

and nine witnesses were examined, 
including the four physicians who 
had performed the autopsy on Ether- 
jugton.

of the court on Saturday, which will 
give counsel, jury and court officers 
a rest from their duties, which have 
kept them busy to the point of _ a 
nervous strain. 


The members of the jury are all in

who gained world-wide, fame by being

to his death. 


Misjudging the distance Ely start- 


ed his downward glide too soon while 
running at a mile a minute, and was 
unable to make the rise. When the 
machine crashed to earth the aviator 
was hurled clear of it by nearly a 
hundred feet. 
He was unconscious 


when reached by his mechanician, 
Frank Callin and died ten minutes 
later before he could be lembved to 
a hospital. 


Ten thousand horrified spectators 


witnessed the fatal plunge, and stood 
in awed silence as Father Hamilton 
a missionary 
Catholic 
priest, per- 


formed the last rites of the church as 
the aviator expired. 


A disgraceful teatnre of the death 


of Ely was the light of the spectators 
to secure souvenirs ot the tragedy. As 
soon as the unfortunate birdman and 
his aeroplane struck the ground the 
crowd surged about. 
The police 


fought in vain to keep back the mob.

Columbus, Oct. 20.—At the Protes- 
tant hospital this morning:, it was 
stated that the condition oE Engineer 
Denney was not serious. His injuries 
consist of severe bruises about 
the 


sboulder and arm. 
Reports; that he 


was badly scalded were erroneous, as 
he suffered no injury of this nature. 


An Advocate reporter called at the 


Denney home, 382 Eastern 
avenue, 
Friday morning and was informed that 
it would be several days before Mr. 
Denney would be brought 1 ome. Mrs. 
Denney, accompanied by 
her 
son, 


Welden, and daughter, Miss Dorothy, 
went over to Columbus Friday after- 
noon. 


Engineer Isaac J. Denney has been 


in the service of the Baltimore ana 
Ohio railroad for more than twenty- 
four years, twenty-one years of that 
time acting as an engineer. It is said 
that this is the first wreck in which 
he ever figured. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 20.—Running 


at an estimated speed of 60 miles 
an hour, engine No. 1475 of west- 
bound B. & O. passenger train No. 
101 was demolished, two 
passen- 


ger cars and a baggage 
car partly 


turned on their sides and Engineer 
I.T.'TDenny of Newark, and J. A. 
Rosenbloom, a traveling salesman of 
Syracuse, N. Y., were injured at 9:35 
last night when either the tire on a 
rear drive wheel or, a flange on a 
forward truck 
of 
the locomotive 


broke as the tr ain was entering Co- 
lumbus. 


The train had just passed the Nor- 


folk & Western crossing, near Tay- 
lor, avenue, in the eastern part of 
the city. Two hundred yards of track 
were torn up. 
Besides damage to 


the locomotive and tender, trucks of 
the coaches were badly smashed. The 
engine was turned around complete- 
ly and then reduced to scrap iron. 


The train due in the Union Sta- 


tion at 9:35, was under charge of 
Conductor A. Woodward of Newark. 
The fireman was Peter Moler, also 
of Newark. Neither victim is thought 
to be fatally injured. 


As the engine was smashed up, 


scalding steam and flames surround- 
ed it. 
The engineer was caught in 


the wreckage and pinned beneath one 
of the iron stay rods of his cab un- 
til rescued a few minutes later. 


The fireman was thrown 
several 


feet from the cab when the locomo- 
tive turned over. 
He arose to his 


feet in a dazed condition and began, 
to run up and down the tracks. 
He 


came to himself In a few minute? 
and found he was uninjured, except 
for some scratches and a cut on the 
hand. 


The train consisted of a baggage 


coach, a day coach and one Pullman 
parlor car. The derailment was com- 
plete. That the accident was not at- 
tended by many fatalities and injur- 
ies was considered remarkable. 


Frank M. Peters,

man, 
with offices in the Rugger,

avenue, helped extricate Mr. Rosen 
bloom. 
He was sitting across th< 


aisle from the victim, heard the en- 
gineer apply the emergency brakes- 
and braced himself for the shock. 


"We wore running 40 miles anrv 


hour," he said "as nearly as I coulo 
guess. The train had been running 
faster, so fast indeed that we were 
bounced up and down. 
When we 


struck the crossing, the cars began to 
weave from side to side. Our coach 
finally lopped o\er on one side and 
came to a standstill. Other coaches 
were knocked off their trucks." 


A railway man in the yards who 


witnessed the accident estimated the 
speed at 60 miles an hour.

Tillman a Candidate For Re-election.

Washington, Oct. 20. — [ Special.] — 


Progressives in both political parties 
should be interested in two declara- 
tions made within rhe past month by 
two very influential men. 
Cardinal 


Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland of 
Minnesota have emphatically declared 
against the initiative and referendum 
and the recall. Both of these policies 
are progressive—in fact, they are key- 
stones of progressiveness in polities." 


That such eminent prelates as Gib- 


bons and Ireland should enter the po- 
litical field and make such strong dec- 
larations means the exertion "of a 
strong church influence against pro- 
gressive policies. 
Cardinal Gibbons 


went further and declared against the 
election of senators by direct vote of 
the people, although two-thirds of both 
senate and house have indorsed that 
change in our fundamental law. 


Catholics For Taft. 


Three years ago it -was generally 


understood that the Catholis church 
dignitaries were very friendly to Pres- 
ident Taft on account of his work in 
the settlement of the friar land dis- 
pute In the Philippines. 
Since that 


time.the friendship has continued. It 
is believed that the Influential men of 
the church are today very friendly to 
President Taft, an*ol the utterances of 
two great prelates just at this time 
are construed by politicians to mean 
support for President Taft because he 
has been criticised so severely by the 
progressives for his veto of 'rhe" Ari- 
zona bill and his message against the 
recall. 


That church support In the past has 


been an important element in politics, 
especially in presidential campaigns, 
is well known, and political forecasters

Tillman bowed 
down upon his desk and wept at differ 
ent times, overcome by the wondrous 
oratory of a man he has so long ad- 
mired. 
Sentiment plays such an im- 


portant part in the affairs of the Amer- 
ican people that it would not be sur- 
prising if Tillman should be re-elected.

for a monument for Abraham Lincoln, 
has whetted the appetite of all those 
who want a part of it or who want 
something done so that they will bene- 
fit. They want a highway to Gettys- 
burg:, to Richmond or to any other 
point along the route of which they 
haTe real estate; they want a big arch 
near the railroad station; they want an 
opera house; in fact, every fellow 
wants something that will give him a 
chance to benefit by that ?2,000,000 ex- 
penditure.

to excite any contention of this kind.

Farm" movement still has many ad- 
vocates. 
Particularly 
is 
this 
true 


with the magazines and city dailies. 
Great stories have been featured, and 
many city people led to believe that 
the farmers of this country are rolling 
in wealth and automobiles. True the 
price of farm products has been high- 
er than a rew years ago, but so has 
everything" the farmer has to buy, in- 
cluding thn land from which he pro- 
duces his props. So taken as a whole 
it is doubtful whet.her 
the 
average 


farmer is receiving any more net pro- 
fit than ho did when all prices were 
lower. 
The price which the consumer pays 


for. farm products is high, but gov- 
ernment investigations show that for 
every dollar which the consumer in 
.the city pnys, only about 35 cents gets 
•hack to the farmer who produced the 
article. 
It is very largely these high prices, 


and fabulous stories that are respon- 
sible for the "Back 
to the Farm" 


movement. 
' 


Thousands of city people have in- 


vested in land, oftentimes worthless, 
only to find that the newspaper stories 
were largely overdrawn, 
band spec- 


nliitors, too, have", helped the move- 
ment. Many ot the big city dailies 
carry whole page "ads" exploiting 
some section, painting its advantages 
in glowing colors, but being strangely 
eilfint as 
to 
its 
disadvantages. If

ing or fruit growing and

tlion it would not bo necessary tp. ad- 
vertise them. Millions of dollars' are 
ji.wn.HinK a safe and sure investment, 
but it is not invested in farm lantls 
he-cause the profits arc too uncertain.

The man with a good position in 


town ought to consider very carefully 
before he gives up his position to try 
his fortunes at farming, which is a 
very 
hazardous undertaking for 
a 


man unacquainted with the business. 
It would seem however to be a good 
move, for editors and reporters, who 
have helped this 'Back to the Farm" 
movement, to 'personally 
try 
their 


hand at the job for a few years, and 
give their advice from personal exper- 
ience.

Mr. Smythe testified about going to 
the Last Chance saloon, on the after- 
noon of July 8th, 1910, the loading 
of Etherington into the patrol wag- 
on, and the drive to the county jail, 
menaced by a crowd on West Main 
arid Third streets, which followed the 
wagon to the county jail. 
The cross 
examination 
by Mr. 


James brought out nothing new. 
Robert Francis, patrol wagon dri- 


ver, was examined by Mr. Miller and 
testitied substantially 
the same as 


Ofticer Burke, and 
nothing of any 


importance was brought out in Mr. 
James' cross examination. 
Joseph Moser. 


Examined by Mr. Smythe. 
"Was 
state officer Ohio Electric 
Railroad on July 8th, 1910, came 
down town about 11 o'clock in the 
morning and saw a crowd of 400 or 
500 people in front of the Bismark 
paloon, on West Main street; learned 
that the place 
had 
been raided; 
went to the tront door and stayed 
there for about 15 minutes; patrol 
came and several city policemen and 
I brought out the dry detectives un- 
der arrest and put them into the wag- 
on and started to the city prison, fol- 
lowed by the crowd, which became 
loud and demonstrative. 
Afterward 


went to Henry's place with Officer 
Burke. 
Saw Etherington at 
the 


county jail that afternoon 
and he 


told me about the treatment received 
by the crowd near the park, 
and 


about Howard hitting him over the 
head with a black 
jack, and his 


shooting of Howard. 
"Went home to supper and got 


down town about 7 o'clock that even- 
ing; 
went down to the county jail 


and heard speeches of Montella Wa- 
tha and Art Dover." 
Witness then detailed what occurr- 


ed in the jail when the mob dragged 
Etherington from the cell and took 
him along Third street and the south 
side to the pole where he was hang- 
ed. In front of Crane-Bliss hardware 
store, he saw a man walking along 
•with a hammer, but did-not know 
who it was. 
'Saw Reub Barker knocked down 


when he protested against hanging 
the man, and at the pole heard some 
one say, 'Oh, that ain't right,' just as 
some one hit the man with a ham- 
mer; then saw him pulled up and 
hanged." 


Witness said he went to the mor- 


gue and witnessed the post mortem 
and described the wounds on Ether- 
ington's head. 


The cross-examination of the wit- 
ness by Mr. James although exhaus- 
tive, brought 
no 
further facts to 


light, that were not testified to in 
the examination in chief, except that 
witness stated that he did not see 
the blow struck with the hammer, 
and had never seen Walter Diehl be- 
fore the present time.
